Next  to  preaching  the  gospel 
and  religious  instruction  ia  the 
borne,  the  Sunday-school  seems  to 
be  the  most  effective  agency  for 
instructing  children  and  youths  in 
the  knowledge  of  God’s  word.

Another  hindrance  has  grow.n 
out  of  the  peculiar  character  of  the 
early  imlmigrants  to  tho  coast.

Th^-efore  Jesus, 
a*  a Jew,  observed  it  strictly  at 
each  recurring  anniversary.  To- 
| ward  the  close  of  our  Lord’s  pub- 
I lie  ministry,  and  as  bis  custom 
was,  be  went  up  to  Jerusalem  to 
the  Passover.  While  eating  with 
the  twelve  this  last  time,  “he  was 
troubled  in  spirit  and  said,  one  of 
you  shall  betray  me!"  “The  dis- 
ciples looked  ono  on  another 
doubting  of  whom  he  spake." 
Jesus  said,  “He  it  is  to  whom  I 
will  give  a sop  when  I have 
dipped."  And  when  he  dipped 
the  sop,  he  gave  it  to  Judas  Isca- 
riot, and  said,  “that  thou  doest,  do 
I quickly.  And  he,  having  received 
the  sop,  went  immediately  out : 
and  it  was  night."  John  13:21-81.

The  total  membership  of  the 
Stnto  at  last  report  was  7,006. 
Oregon  comprises  *6,080  square 
miles  of  territory,  and  has  a popu- 
lation of  86$, 762.  There  aro  ap- 
proximately 7,260  Baptists  with 
186  chnrchos.  Throe-fourths  of 
the  Baptist  strength  in  this  Stato 
is  in  the  Willamoto  Valley  which 
is  less  than  one-fourth  of  tho  area 
of  the  Stato.  In  this  valley  there 
are  about  ninety  churches,  only 
ten  of  which  aro  self-supporting. 

Tho  Southern  California  Con- 
vention was  {organized  about  seven 
years  ago  and  comprises  65  church- 
es with  a membership  of  5,600. 
In  tho  Northern  part  of  tho  State 
is  tho  General  Baptist  Convention 
of  California,  comprising  seven  as- 
sociations, These  include  125 
churchos  with  a membership  of  9,- 
500.  The  total  membership  of  the 
>»0  Baptist  charches  in  the  State 
is  15,100,  abont  ono  per  cent,  of 
the  State's  population.
